The training period for brbom 
making, for instance, will require 
about four months, and a three to 
four months period of instruction 
will be required for workers. in 
the mattress plant. 


Although the industry in Jack- 
son is little more than 10 years 
old, the idea was conceived twenty 
odd years ago in the old Commis- 
sion for the Blind which was 
abolished in 1937 and its duties 
and authority transferred to the 
Department of Public Welfare.
